ADDRESS. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina : 

Another  year  with  its  labors  and  its  duties  has  gone,  and  with  the  begin- 
ning of  the  new  year  I  rise  to  offer  yon  fraternal  greetings  and  to  congratulate 
you  upon  the  general  prosperity  with  which  our  order,  the  State  and  the 
country  have  been  blessed. 


PAST  GRAND  MASTER  H.  F.  GRAINGER. 


But  we  miss  one  familiar  and  beloved  face.  Past  Grand  Master  H.  F. 
Grainger  has  been  called  from  labor  to  eternal  refreshment.  As  a  gentleman, 
as  a  Christian,  as  a  man,  as  a  Mason,  as  a  Grand  Master,  his  ability,  his  zeal, 
his  gentleness,  his  piety,  his  fidelity  to  duty,  were  conspicuous,  and  justify  his 
being  taken  both  by  the  initiated  and  by  the  profane  as  one  of  our  noblest 
examples  of  Christian  and  Masonic  manhood. 

Mingling  our  tears  with  those  of  his  bereaved  family,  let  us  take  his  ex- 
ample as  a  precious  legacy  of  faith,  hope  and  charity. 

I  announce  the  death,  also,  of  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden  James  H.  Moore, 
a  brother  beloved,  and  hope  this  Grand  Body  will  take  proper  notice  of  his 
death  as  well  as  that  of  P.  G.  M.  Grainger. 
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THE  GENERAL  CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  general  condition  of  our  order  is  encour- 
aging. There  have  been  some  personal  differences  among  brethren.  There 
has  been  a  lack  of  zeal  in  individuals  and  in  lodges.  But,  on  the  whole,  I  feel 
safe  in  saying  that  we  are  in  as  good  condition  as  any  sister  jurisdiction  in 
the  South,  and  in  a  better  condition  than  most  others.  While  not  more  lodges 
have  ceased  to  work  than  usual,  eleven  new  lodges  have  been  chartered  and 
two  dormant  lodges  have  been  revived,  thirteen  in  all,  a  larger  number  than 
during  any  year  for  several  previous  years. 

PROPERTY  OF  EXTINCT  LODGES. 

In  the  disposition  of  the  property  of  extinct  lodges,  as  in  all  other  matters, 
I  have  exercised  no  prerogative,  but  have  endeavored  to  confine  myself  strictly 
not  only  to  the  spirit,  but  to  the  letter  of  the  law.  But  the  conditions  which 
I  find  in  the  case  of  the  property  of  Eagle  Lodge,  No.  71,  Hillsboro,  are  anoma- 
lous, and  I  deem  it  best  to  refer  the  matter  to  this  Grand  Body.  The  prop- 
erty consists  of  a  lodge  building  and  a  town  lot,  and  is  valued  at  from  five  hun- 
dred to  one  thousand  dollars.  But  there  seems  to  be  some  legal  complication 
about  the  title,  and  there  has  been  a  judgment  against  the  property  since  Janu- 
ary 5th,  1877,  which,  with  the  accrued  interest,  amounts  to  about  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  dollars. 

I  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  with  powers  to  make  a  final 
adjustment  of  the  matter. 

DECISIONS. 

I  have  been  called  upon  to  refer  brethren  to  numerous  decisions  already 
made  and  distinctly  recorded,  but  no  question  has  arisen  during  the  year 
involving  any  new  principle  of  Masonic  law,  or  any  special  interpretation  of 
any  old  principle. 

A  WORSHIPFUL  MASTER  SUSPENDED. 

Formal  charges  having  been  made  against  Worshipful  Master  E,.  H.  Cham- 
pion, of  Forest  City  Lodge,  No.  381,1  suspended  him  from  office  on  the  6th  of 
December  last,  and  summoned  him  to  appear  before  this  Grand  Body  for  trial. 

THE  ORPHAN  ASYLUM.  f 

I  have  visited  the  Asylum,  in  company  with  the  directors,  three  times  dur- 
ing the  year.  At  the  December  meeting  of  the  directors  I  made  a  very  care- 
ful inspection  of  the  institution,  and  conversed  freely  as  to  its  condition  with 
the  Superintendent,  with  his  wife,  and  the  teachers,  with  the  inmates  and  with 
the  citizens  of  Oxford,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  with- 
out a  single  exception  the  testimony  was  very  strong  in  favor  of  the  adminis- 
tration.   I  believe  that  the  Superintendent  is  a  God's  man,  and  that  his  wife 
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is  a  God's  woman  for  this  work,  and  that  in  their  hands  the  future  of  the 
institution  is  assured  beyond  a  perad venture.  For  particulars  I  refer  you  to 
the  report  of  the  directors  and  of  the  Superintendent,  and  to  this  most  crucial 
test,  that  despite  his  beginning  more  than  three  months  after  the  opening  of  the 
year,  despite  the  political  excitement,  despite  the  very  severe  financial  pressure, 
despite  the  institution's  being  in  a  transition  state,  despite  these  untoward 
circumstances,  the  Superintendent  has  collected  from  all  sources  fourteen 
thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars  and  seventy  cents  in  a  fiscal  year 
of  nine  months,  as  has  been  already  stated,  which  is  three  hundred  and  forty- 
four  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents  more  than  has  ever  been  collected  before 
in  any  single  year  of  twelve  months — a  fact  which  needs  no  comment. 

FEMALE  INFLUENCE  AND  CO-OPERATION. 

But  I  think  that  we  do  not  sufficiently  realize  the  potency  of  female  influ- 
ence and  co-operation.  As  far  as  I  can  find  out,  our  Asylum  is  the  only  char- 
ity for  children  in  the  United  States  where  official  effort  has  not  been  made 
to  conciliate  the  active  good  will  and  to  secure  the  active  co-operation  of 
women.  I,  therefore,  repeat  the  recommendation  which  I  made  last  year,  that 
a  committee  of  our  most  prominent  ladies,  under  some  name,  be  appointed  in 
some  way,  who  shall  be  earnestly  requested  to  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once  a 
year  and  to  report  its  condition,  its  management  and  its  needs,  as  they  see 
them,  to  the  directors  or  directly  to  this  Grand  Body  at  each  Annual  Commu- 
nication, and  who  shall  take  the  necessary  steps  to  organize  committees  of 
ladies  in  every  community  in  the  State,  with  instructions  to  create  an  interest 
in  our  work  for  orphan  children  in  every  way  they  can,  and  as  only  women 
can.  Whatever  you  may  think  of  this  recommendation,  I  assure  you  that 
having  studied  the  subject  within  a  year  from  Massachusetts  to  Minnesota, 
from  Louisiana  to  Florida,  I  find  that  we  are  behind  any  State  east  of  the 
Mississippi  in  utilizing  this  simple  and  common  sense  idea  in  the  manage- 
ment of  charities  for  children. 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT'S  WIFE. 

As  a  further  move  in  the  same  direction,  I  repeat  the  recommendation 
which  I  made  last  year  that  the  Superintendent's  wife  be  made  a  factor  in  the 
institution  in  some  capacity,  as  Lady  Principal,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  or  under 
some  other  name.  I  make  this  recommendation  without  Mrs.  Dixon's  knowl- 
edge, and  against  Dr.  Dixon's  wishes,  in  simple  justice  to  a  woman  who  is 
performing  arduous  and  indispensable  duties  without  compensation  or  recogni- 
tion and  without  the  expectation  of  either. 

INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION. 

I  venture  to  make  one  more  suggestion,  namely,  that  the  Asylum  be  made 
less  a  school  of  letters  and  more  a  school  of  industrial  training.    We  have 
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control  of  the  children  for  twenty-four  hours  every  day  instead  of  for  five  or 
six  hours,  as  in  the  public  schools,  and  for  fifty-two  weeks  in  the  year  instead 
of  for  forty,  as  in  other  schools  of  every  class.  We  can  keep  them  as  long  as 
we  deem  it  desirable  without  interference  on  the  part  of  parents,  and  every  one 
of  them,  humanly  speaking,  will  have  to  earn  a  living  by  the  work  of  his 
hands.  Industrial  training  has  become  the  leading  idea  in  public  education 
among  progressive  communities  on  both  sides  of  the  ocean.  The  most  strik- 
ing thing  I  saw  in  the  industrial  exhibit  of  the  National  Educational  Associa- 
tion at  Madison,  Wis.,  in  July  last,  was  a  lathe  for  turning  iron  and  steel,  of 
the  most  beautiful  design,  and  of  the  most  perfect  construction,  and  command- 
ing the  highest  price  in  the  market,  and  manufactured  in  recreation  hours  by 
the  students  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  whose  literary  acquirements  are 
in  no  way  damaged  by  their  having  become  skilled  mechanists.  Let  us  make 
a  forward  movement  and  ask  the  Legislature  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to 
enable  us  to  give  our  orphans  the  great  advantage  of  being  skilled  workmen, 
by  combining  industrial  and  literary  training  in  harmonious  proportions? 

CLOSING  REMARK. 

And  now  brethren,  I  have  but  one  more  word  to  say.  A  Grand  Master's 
gavel  has  been  wielded  by  royal  princes.  A  Grand  Master's  jewel  has  been 
worn  by  kings.  I  thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me,  and  for  the 
unvarying  courtesy  and  kindness  which  I  have  received  from  the  officers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  from  Past  Grand  Masters  and  other  brethren  prominent 
among  us,  and  from  the  fraternity  at  large. 

I  have  done  the  duty  assigned  me  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  if  I  have 
given  offence  to  any,  it  was  only  because  I  thought,  whether  correct  or  not, 
that  official  duty  required  me  to  do  what  I  did. 

I  now  return  the  Grand  Master's  gavel  and  the  Grand  Master's  jewel  to 
you,  with  the  hope  and  belief  that  you  will  find  some  one  who  will  wield  the 
one  and  wear  the  other  as  faithfully  as  I  have  endeavored  to  do  and  much 
more  successfully.

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  the  following  as  his  annual 
report,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Books  and  Accounts  of  that  officer : 

REPORT. 

Grand  Secretary's  Office, 
Raleigh,  January  13th,  1885. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  another  annual  report,  in  which  a  brief  account 
of  the  transactions  of  this  office  for  the  past  year  is  given. 
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The  correspondence  with  the  lodges,  as  well  as  individual  members  of  the 
fraternity,  has,  perhaps,  been  more  extensive  than  formerly.  For  nearly 
every  day  in  the  year  the  time  and  attention  of  the  Grand  Secretary  have 
been  demanded.  As  the  result  of  the  year's  work  I  can  report  advancement. 
The  brethren  are  moving  in  almost  every  section  in  establishing  new  lodges, 
and  while  some  lodges  have  been  established,  other  applications  are  held 
awaiting  a  full  compliance  with  the  law  before  the  action  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter can  be  obtained. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that,  from  indications,  Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion is  making  an  effort  to  keep  pace  with  the  material  progress  of  the  State. 
The  returns  thus  far  received  indicate  a  net  increase  of  membership. 

Non -affiliated  Masons  are  seeking  re- affiliation  in  new  lodges  or  in  char- 
tered lodges,  and  I  notice  that  a  large  number  who  have  remained,  for  years, 
non-affiliated,  are  renewing  their  allegiance  as  regular  members. 


ESTABLISHMENT  OF  LODGES. 

Ten  new  lodges  have  been  established  by  the  dispensation  of  the  Grand 
Master,  as  follows :

October      14th.    Mooresboro — at  Mooresboro,  Cleveland  county. 

November  14th.    Kedron — at  Hendersonville,  Henderson  county. 

December  25th.     Union — at  Enochville,  Rowan  county. 

Union  Lodge,  at  Union,  Moore  county  ;  Cumberland  Lodge,  at  Little  River 
Academy,  Cumberland  county;  Scottsville  Lodge,  at  Scottsville,  Ashe  county, 
and  Copeland  Lodge,  at  Copeland,  Surry  county,  were  continued  under  dis- 
pensation. 

The  five  lodges  receiving  charters  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  with 
numbers  380  to  384,  both  inclusive,  were  promptly  and  regularly  constituted 
and  proceeded  to  work. 

The  charters  of  Mount  Vernon  Lodge,  No.  143,  in  Chatham  county,  and 
Mystic  Tie  Lodge,  No.  237,  at  Marion,  McDowell  county,  have  been  restored 
and  these  lodges  have  resumed  work. 

EXTINCT  LODGES. 


Johnston  Caswell  Lodge,  No.  10,  at  Warrenton,  Warren  county,  and  Stokes 
Lodge,  No.  32,  at  Concord,  Cabarrus  county,  have  again  ceased  work.  All 
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efforts  on  the  part  of  a  few  members  of  each  lodge,  in  addition  to  the  encour- 
agement given  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  remitting  arrearages  of  dues,  failed.  It 
is  to  be  especially  regretted  that  these,  two  of  our  oldest  lodges,  though  for 
many  years  working,  or  attempting  to  work,  under  difficulties,  should  have 
been  compelled  to  cease  their  operations. 

In  consequence  of  delinquency,  under  the  law  in  mak'ing  returns  and  pay- 
ing dues  for  two  successive  years,  the  following  lodges  have  forfeited  their 
charters : 

Warren,  No.  101,  Kenansville,  Duplin  county;  Orr,  No.  104,  Washington, 
Beaufort  county;  Conoho,  No.  131,  Hamilton,  Martin  county;  Cherokee,  No. 
146,  Murphy,  Cherokee  county;  Oaks,  No.  255,  Orange  county;  Mount  Mo- 
riah,  No.  350,  Battleboro,  Edgecombe  county  ;  Marlboro,  No.  365,  Marlboro, 
Pitt  county;  Jachin,  No.  367,  Clarkton,  Bladen  county,  and  Life  Boat,  No. 
376,  Merry  Oaks,  Wake  county. 

Efforts  have  been  made  and  are  still  making  to  induce  some  of  these  lodges 
(such  as  are  not  hopelessly  disbanded)  to  resume  work.  The  efforts  have  met 
with  encouragement.  The  other  lodges  seem  to  be  beyond  resuscitation, 
having  begun  with  small  memberships  and  in  localities  which,  it  seems,  did 
not  furnish  material  enough  to  insure  their  active  operation.  They  met  with 
an  additional  discouragement  and  embarrassment  from  the  lack  of  interest 
which  even  the  membership  exhibited,  which,  being  small  in  some  cases,  did 
not  furnish  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 


Harnett  Lodge,  No.  258,  has  removed  from  Harnett  Chapel,  Harnett  county, 
to  Hector's  Creek  Academy,  same  county;  and  Granite  Lodge  No.  291,  Clay- 
ton, Johnston  county,  and  Buffalo  Lodge,  No.  172,  Jonesboro,  Moore  county, 
have  removed  a  short  distance  from  their  respective  localities.  The  law  in 
each  case  was  complied  with. 


I  can  report  continued  improvement  on  the  part  of  most  secretaries  in  mak- 
ing returns.  Yet  I  commend  to  them  the  law  and  regulations  demanding 
care  and  accuracy,  which  are  necessary  to  a  proper  charge  against  the  lodges 
for  dues,  and  in  order  to  relieve  the  Grand  Secretary  of  a  very  extensive 
correspondence  which  the  incorrectness  of  the  returns,  in  many  respects,

This  amount  has  been  paid  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  for  which  I  have  his 
receipts. 

The  books  of  this  office  are  ready  for  the  inspection  of  the  committee  to 
whom  they  will  be  referred. 

The  receipts  for  dues  do  not  show  a  complete  payment  on  the  part  of  the 
lodges,  according  to  the  aggregate  of  membership.  The  lodges  seem  to  be 
doing  their  best  in  meeting  the  demands  upon  them,  but  many  of  them  have 
suffered  embarrassments  which  rendered  it  necessary  to  extend  indulgence  in 
order  to  save  their  charters. 


The  representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  near  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Iowa  and  Missouri,  respectively  William  B.  Langridge  and  B.  O. 
Austin,  have  died.    They  were  faithful  in  their  attention  to  our  interests. 

Bro.  George  E.  Walker  has  been  appointed  our  representative  for  Missouri. 

The  following  representatives  for  other  jurisdictions  near  this  Grand  Body 
have  been  appointed:

The  amendment  to  the  constitution  in  respect  to  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand 
Master  was  again  submitted  to  the  lodges  during  the  year  for  their  action. 
The  amendment  proposed  is  as  follows: 

''Insert  in  Article  II,  after  section  2:  'Section  3.  A  Deputy  Grand  Master 
shall  be  annually  chosen  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  vote  as  required 
for  the  election  of  Grand  Master.' 

In  section  4,  strike  out  the  words  'his  Deputy  and.' 

Sections  3  to  7  renumber  4  to  8." 

The  intention  of  the  amendment  is  to  make  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  an 
elective  officer. 

As  announced  in  my  last  annual  report,  the  number  of  lodges  entitled  to 
vote  was  two  hundred.  To  this  date  I  have  received  from  one  hundred  and 
sixty-four  Lodges  the  official  announcement  of  their  action.  The  number 
(two-thirds)  necessary  to  adopt  it  is  one  hundred  and  thirty-four.  One  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine  lodges  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  the  amendment 
is  adopted..

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT. 
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GRAND  LODGE  LIBRARY. 

I  have  continued  my  efforts  in  behalf  of  this  enterprise  and  am  pleased  to 
report  a  number  of  valuable  additions  to  the  volumes.

Resume. 

Received  from  Grand  Secretary  past  Masonic  year  (see

Leaving  balance  on  hand  new  Masonic  year. 
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I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  revenues  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  not  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  annual  appropriation  made  by  this 
Grand  Body  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum. 
For  the  Masonic  year  1883,  when  the  appropriation  was  two  thousand  dollars, 
the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  only  could  be  paid  to  its  Superintendent, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  in  the  Grand  treasury.  This  payment,  together  with 
the  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  left  the  treasury  in  debt  to 
the  Grand  Treasurer,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  my  annual  report  for  that 
year.  During  the  past  Masonic  year,  until  within  a  few  days  past,  the  Super- 
intendent had  drawn  but  one-half  of  the  appropriation,  to-wit,  one  thousand 
dollars,  not  because  it  had  not  been  needed  by  him,  but  because  at  the  time  it 
ivas  needed,  there  was  not  money  enough  in  the  Grand  treasury  to  respond 
to  his  requisition.  I  offered  to  raise  money  for  his  use  by  borrowing  on  the 
faith  of  prospective  revenues,  as  I  had  heretofore  done,  but  he  preferred  not 
to  resort  to  this  means  of  relieving  his  wants,  so  long  as  it  could  possibly  be 
avoided.  Later  in  the  year,  when,  by  payment  by  the  subordinate  lodges  of 
their  dues,  enough  money  had  been  accumulated  in  the  treasury  to  pay  him 
one-half  of  the  balance  due  him  on  the  appropriation,  to-wit,  five  hundred 
dollars,  I  promptly  notified  him  that  I  would  honor  his  draft  for  that  amount, 
but  the  season  having  then  arrived  when  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  the 
whole  State  seem  peculiarly  to  be  stirred  in  behalf  of  the  orphan  work,  out- 
side contributions  poured  in  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  then  unnecessary 
for  him  to  call  upon  your  weak  treasury  for  even  the  half  of  what  was  then 
due  him,  and  has  only  done  so  within  the  past  few  days,  and  there  is  still  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  due  the  Asylum  on  the  last  year's  appropriation. 

The  fact  is  not  to  be  disguised,  however,  that  serious  disaster  might  occur  to 
this  noble  work,  if  other  resources  should  unfortunately  fail  when  the  Grand 
treasury  is  weak,  and  if  in  any  event  the  Grand  Treasurer  should  not  be  able 
to  come  to  the  assistance  of  the  Asylum  by  borrowing  money  for  its  uses  when 
there  is  none  in  the  Grand  treasury.  I  earnestly  commend  to  your  attention 
the  necessity  of  finding  a  remedy  for  this  state  of  affairs.  I  would  suggest 
that,  at  least,  authority  should  be  conferred  on  the  Grand  Master  or  on  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  or  on  both  conjointly,  to  borrow  such  money  as  may  be  at 
such  times  wanted  for  the  urgent  needs  of  the  Asylum,  not  to  exceed  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  to  pledge  the  prospective  revenues  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
this  purpose,  if  necessary,  thus  making  such  action  authoritative. 

The  legacy  of  the  late  Hon.  Bartholomew  F.  Moore,  for  the  use  of  the 
Orphan  Asylum,  one  thousand  dollars,  remains  invested  on  bond  and  mort- 
gage to  a  citizen  of  Johnston  county,  and  is  well  secured ;  the  interest  on  the 
same,  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  has  been  paid  and  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Asylum  in  bank.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  a  better  disposition  of  this  fund  would  be  to  collect  the  bind,  and  use  the 
principal  money  in  part  payment  of  obligations  of  the  Directors  of  the  Orphan 
Asylum,  given  for  the  purchase  of  certain  lands  recently  acquired  by  the  Asy- 
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him,  adjacent  to  its  property  in  Oxford,  and  on  which  I  am  informed  the  pur- 
chase money  is  still  due,  and  which  bears  the  same  rate  of  interest  as  is 
received  on  this  bond  and  mortgage.  If,  upon  inquiry,  it  should  be  found  that 
such  disposition  of  the  money  is  consistent  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the 
donor,  I  recommend  that  it  be  made,  upon  the  principle  that  the  safest  invest- 
ment that  can  be  made  is  the  purchase  of  a  party's  own  paper. 

Insurance  has  been  maintained  on  the  main  building  of  the  Asylum,  in  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  as  has  been  done  for  many  years.  The  new  brick 
building  is  not,  and  has  never  been,  insured,  owing  to  the  absence  of  any 
instructions  from  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  opinion  of  the  former  Superin- 
tendent that  it  was  so  safe  as  not  to  need  insurance.  The  present  Superintend- 
ent is  also  of  opinion  that  danger  of  fire  is  so  remote  as  not  to  call  for  its 
insurance.  If,  however,  it  should  be  burned,  it  is  manifest  that  it  would  be  a 
hard  task  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  absence  of  any  insurance,  and  with  its 
present  limited  revenues,  to  rebuild  within  a  reasonable  time.  If,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  this  building  ought  to  be  insured,  the  Grand  Treasurer 
should  be  so  instructed. 

As  chairman  of  the  committee  on  printing,  I  report  that,  as  usual,  bids 
for  printing  and  binding  the  annual  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were 
invited,  and  the  work  awarded  Messrs.  Uzzell  &  Galling,  they  being  the  low- 
est bidders.  The  cost  was  $249.50,  and  the  work  is  before  you  and  speaks  for 
itself.    It  is  fully  up  to  the  standard.

A.  H.  A.  Williams,  from  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Orphan  Asylum,  submitted  a  report,  which  was  read  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Orphan  Asylum : 

BEPOET  OF  THE  BOABD  OF  DIBECTOBS  OXFOBD 
ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  met  in  Raleigh, 
January  24th,  1884,  for  the  purpose  of  organization. 

The  term  for  which  each  Director  is  to  serve  is  as  follows,  to-wit:  Thos. 
S.  Kenan,  five  years;  J.  S.  Carr.  four  years;  H.  H.  Munson,  three  years; 
Henry  T.  Babnson,  one  year,  and  A.  H.  A.  Williams,  two  years. 

A.  H.  A.  Williams  was  elected  Secretary  to  the  Board. 

Bro.  H.  F.  Giainger,  who  was  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  declined  to  serve, 
and  Bro.  H.  T.  Bahnson,  of  Salem,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The 
Board  meets  in  Oxford  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  August  and  December. 
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On  the  25th  January,  1884,  Bro.  J.  H.  Mills  was  elected  Superintendent 
of  the  Asylum.  He  declined  to  serve,  and  on  the  1st  April,  1884,  Dr  B.  F. 
Dixon,  of  Cleveland  county,  was  elected  to  supply  the  vacancy.  On  the 
7th  October,  1884,  Bro.  H.  H.  Munson  resigned,  and  Bro.  C.  T.  Bailey,  of 
Raleigh,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Board  of  Directors  adopted  a  uniform  code  of  by-laws. 

For  further  information,  and  for  the  details  of  the  management  of  the  Asy- 
lum, we  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT  OXFORD  ORPHAN 

ASYLUM. 

To  the  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum : 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asy- 
lum, closing  with  December  31st,  1884.

There  were  125  children  in  the  Asylum  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Seventy-two  have  been  admitted  and  44  have  been  discharged,  leaving  153 
children  now  in  the  institution.  Many  of  those  discharged  have  useful  and 
lucrative  employment,  and  six  have  been  adopted  into  excellent  homes  and 
their  prospects  are  very  bright  for  the  future. 

We  are  thankful  to  Almighty  God  that  but  one  connected  with  the  Orphan 
Asylum  has  died  during  the  year. 

George  Hancock,  of  Orange  county,  was  admitted  to  the  Asylum  in  Novem- 
ber and  died  in  the  hospital  December  20th.  He  passed  away  peacefully  and 
quietly.  The  Superintendent  preached  his  funeral  sermon  on  Sundav  after- 
noon, December  21st,  at  2  o'clock,  in  the  Asylum  chapel.  The  children  all 
seemed  greatly  affected. 
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We  buried  George  in  the  cemetery  at  3  o'clock  Sunday  afternoon,  in  the 
presence  of  all  the  children  of  the  Asylum.  He  was  a  good  boy  and  much 
beloved  by  all.    We  sincerely  mourn  his  death. 

HEALTH. 

We  had  a  few  sporadic  cases  of  diphtheria,  malignant  in  type,  but  were 
enabled  to  control  it  by  isolation  and  thorough  disinfection.  An  epidemic  of 
whooping-cough  prevailed  during  the  month  of  July,  in  which  about  70  of 
the  children  were  attacked,  but  having  passed  through  that  fearful  scourge 
without  loss  of  life,  we  now  regard  it  as  a  blessing  in  disguise.  We  have 
also  had  isolated  cases  of  the  many  diseases  incident  to  childhood. 

Permit  me  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that,  although,  from  obvious  reasons, 
the  health  and  physical  condition  of  children  received  into  the  Asylum  could 
not  be  expected  to  compare  with  that  of  an  equal  number  of  average  children, 
yet  the  sickness  and  fatality  in  the  Asylum  falls  far  below  the  average  among 
the  children  in  the  homes  of  the  people. 

THE  ORPHANS'  FRIEND. 

In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Directory, 
I  have  accepted  the  surrender  of  the  Friend  from  Mr.  Thomas,  and  the  paper 
is  now  published  in  the  Asylum  building,  entirely  in  the  interest  of  the  Asy- 
lum. Mr.  Thomas  has  been  employed  as  manager  of  the  Printing  Depart- 
ment at  a  salary  of  $50  per  month.  I  think  the  present  arrangement  much 
preferable  to  the  one  that  heretofore  existed.  The  nearer  the  paper  is  allied 
to  the  Asylum,  the  greater  its  influence  for  good  and  the  greater  its  receipts. 
The  falling  off  of  receipts  during  the  past  year  is  somewhat  unaccountable, 
unless  it  be  from  the  fact  that  many  regarded  the  paper  as  an  independent 
enterprise,  while  many  others  disapproved  of  the  manner  in  which  it  was 
published,  and  used  their  influence  against  it.  In  a  short  while  the  boys  who 
have  been  placed  in  the  office  will  be  able  to  do  nearly  all  the  mechanical 
work,  when  the  expenses  of  the  paper  will  be  reduced  accordingly. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  this  .year  we  have  had  the  furnaces  in  the  basement  of  the  main 
building  repaired  and  new  pipes  furnished,  and  the  building  is  consequently 
much  better  heated  than  before.  We  have  also  purchased  some  new  stoves  for 
the  rooms  not  heated  by  registers. 

At  the  boys'  building  we  have  now  a  splendid  well  of  water,  sunk  at  con- 
siderable expense,  however,  as  it  was  through  a  granite  formation  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom,  a  distance  of  about  thirty-five  feet,  the  gravel  of  which  I 
utilized  in  making  gravel  walks  around  the  main  building. 
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The  roof  of  the  hospital  has  been  repaired.  Bath-tubs  have  been  furnished 
for  the  bath-house  and  troughs  erected  to  convey  the  water  from  the  well  to 
the  same.  Some  repairing  and  painting  has  been  done  to  the  parlor  of  the 
old  building,  as  well  as  to  other  portions. 

The  diet  of  the  children  has  been  carefully  considered,  including  the  charac- 
ter of  the  food  as  well  as  the  cooking  of  it,  and  while  this  has  not  been  what 
we  desired,  still  the  prospect  now  is  that  we  will  be  able  to  make  much  better 
arrangements  in  the  future. 

The  children  have  been  well  clothed  and  have  at  all  times  presented  a  neat 
appearance.    Very  good  order  and  discipline  have  been  maintained. 

During  the  year  we  made  an  appeal  to  the  ladies  of  the  State  for  money 
with  which  to  purchase  cows  for  the  Asylum.  The  sum  of  $270  was 
secured,  for  which  I  bought  12  cows,  and  as  a  consequence,  have  been  enabled 
to  give  the  children  milk  and  butter  during  the  summer  and  autumn,  and  with 
our  large  pasturage,  the  cows  have  cost  us  very  little  in  feed,  and  the  expenses 
of  the  table  have  been  materially  reduced. 

For  the  quarterly  examinations  hitherto  had  in  the  Asylum,  we  have  intro- 
duced monthly  entertainments,  consisting  of  dialogues,  speeches,  essays,  music, 
&c,  by  the  children,  and  the  names  of  those  upon  the  roll  of  honor  are 
publicly  announced  at  each  entertainment. 

Only  fifteen  hundred  dollars  have  been  received  from  the  appropriation  of 
the  Grand  Lodere  during  this  year.  Some  action  should  be  taken  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  which  this  deficit  can  be  met. 

THE  POWELL  ESTATE. 

I  find  from  the  inventory  filed  by  the  executors  of  the  Powell  estate,  that 
the  following  notes  and  claims  in  action  came  into  their  hands,  to  wit : 

One  note  for  $664.08,  carrying  interest  at  8  per  cent,  from  the  15th  day  of 
January,  1882,  against  E.  A.  Powell.  This  note  was  secured  by  a  mortgage 
upon  100  acres  of  land  of  inferior  quality.  The  land  was  sold  by  the  execu- 
tors at  public  auction  and  brought  $250.  They  have  taken  judgment  against 
Powell  for  balance  due  on  said  note. 

One  note  against  J.  T.  Lawrence  for  $555.74,  carrying  interest  at  8  per  cent, 
from  13th  April,  1882.    This  note  was  good  and  has  been  collected. 

One  note  against  A.  C.  Stallings  for  $100,  at  8  per  cent,  interest  from 
April  18th,  1882.  Also  one  note  for  $92.70,  at  8  per  cent,  interest  from  July 
18th,  1882.    Both  of  these  have  been  collected. 

The  aggregate  receipts  by  the  executors  from  all  sources  to  date,  as  they 
inform  me,  amount  to  the  sum  of  $2,117.91.  They  have  disbursed  up  to 
date  the  sum  of  $782.21,  as  follows:  $175  in  payment  of  judgment  in  favor 
of  L.  L.  Kitchen;  account  of  Drs.  Woods  &  McDowell,  $114.20;  account  of 
Dr.  J.  A.  Cullins,  $147.44;  judgment  in  favor  of  J.  C.  Pittman,  $262.50;  other 
items  not  necessary  to  mention. 
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Mr.  Powell  directed  in  his  will  that  the  sum  of  $400  be  used  in  fixing  an 
iron  railing  around  his  grave-yard.  He  also  directed  some  other  work  to  be 
done  which  will  amount  to  about  $50. 

There  is  still  one  suit  pending  against  the  estate  in  favor  of  J.  A.  Perry  for 
$200.    The  attorneys  say  he  will  not  recover  to  exceed  $50. 

I  have  received  from  the  executors  in  cash  $400,  four  bonds  against  the 
county  of  Halifax  for  $100  each,  and  two  notes  secured  by  real  estate  which 
aggregate  about  $312.  These  are  well  secured  and  bear  8  per  cent.,  payable 
annually. 

In  addition  to  this  there  are  unpaid  judgments  against  the  county  of  Hali- 
fax amounting  to  something  over  $200.  which  will  be  collected. 

A  tract  of  land  of  200  acres,  which,  by  judicious  management,  may  be  made 
to  turn  out  $1,000.  Another  of  40  acres,  swamp,  which  can  be  sold  for  $150, 
completes  the  bequest. 

THE  FARM. 

Under  the  management  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Robards,  our  Asylum  farm  has  been 
advantageous  to  us  during  the  year.  We  have  raised  100  barrels  of  corn,  50 
bushels  of  wheat,  hay  and  fodder  sufficient  for  the  Asylum,  and  vegetables  in 
sufficient  quantities  for  uses  of  the  Asylum  during  the  spring,  summer  and 
autumn.  We  have  killed  1,000  pounds  of  pork  and  still  have  as  much  to 
butcher.  A  great  deal  of  ditching  and  cleaning  up  had  to  be  done  during  this 
year  in  order  to  get  the  farm  in  a  condition  to  yield  a  good  harvest  in  the 
future.    It  is  now  in  good  condition  and  much  better  results  may  be  expected. 

Our  thanks  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  railroads  of  the  State 
for  many  favors;  also  to  the  press  of  the  State  for  words  of  kindness  and 
encouragement ;  to  the  churches,  orders,  societies  and  benevolent  individuals 
who  have  so  generously  aided  us  during  the  year. 

I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  services  of  the  ladies  in  behalf  of  the 
Asylum  where  I  have  been  able  to  form  aid  societies  during  the  year.  I  would 
respectfully  ask  that  the  Grand  Lodge  take  such  action  as  shall  secure  to  us 
the  help  of  the  ladies  of  North  Carolina  in  this  noble  work. 

We  gratefully  recognize  the  Divine  blessings  upon  the  Asylum  during  the 
past  year,  and  look  forward  with  hopefulness  to  the  future.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  in  regard  to  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  had  the  same  under*  consideration, 
and  respectfully  recommend: 

1.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  the  annual  dues  of  subordinate 
lodges  are  just  and  fair,  and  as  high  as  should  be  exacted  ;  therefore,  no  change 
in  this  respect  is  recommended. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  the  custom  of  [laying  the  expenses  of  Grand  Offi- 
cers to  the  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  so  modified  as  to 
confine  such  payments  to  the  expenses  of  the  eight  principal  officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  to-wit:  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Senior  and 
Junior  Grand  Wardens,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Senior  and 
Junior  Grand  Deacons.    This  not  to  apply  to  officers  of  present  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  That  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  be  fixed  at  three  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  and  that  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  at  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

4.  That  hereafter  the  Grand  Treasurer  shall  not  pay  the  traveling  expenses 
of  any  Grand  Officer  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  except  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  officer  incurring  such  expense,  that  the  same  was  incurred  in 
the  exclusive  interest  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  Master. 

5.  That  the  office  of  Private  Secretary  to  the  Grand  Master  be  abolished. 

6.  That  no  subordinate  lodge,  in  arrears  for  more  than  two  years,  shall  be 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge.

'he  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  refreshment  to  labor  at  3 
o'clock  and  45  minutes,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  presiding. 
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The  proceedings  of  this  morning's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

Bro.  W.  E.  Murehison,  from  Committee  No.  2,  on  Suspensions 
and  Expulsions,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  adopted,  except  so  much  as  recommends  the  restoration  to 
membership  in  their  respective  lodges  of  Seth  Meadows  from 
Knap  of  Reeds  Lodge,  No.  158,  and  C.  H.  Smith  from  White 
Hill  Lodge,  No.  321,  which  part  of  the  report  was  not  adopted: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina : 

Your  Committee  No.  2,  on  Suspensions  and  Expulsions,  to  whom  were  refer- 
red the  cases  of  King  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  313,  vs.  Daniel  McNatt;  King 
Solomon  Lodge,  No.  313,  vs.  John  A.  Barlow  ;  Blackmer  Lodge,  No.  170,  vs. 
A.  N.  Rogers;  Knap  of  Reeds  Lodge,  No.  158,  vs.  Seth  Meadows  ;  White  Hill 
Lodge,  No.  321,  vs.  C.  H.  Smith  ;  Hatcher  Lodge,  No.  310,  vs.  Jesse  Kirby, 
and  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  85,  vs.  B.  F.  Edwards,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report:  That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  transcripts  sent  up 
in  the  several  cases  named,  and  respectfully  recommend:  ' 

First.  That  a  new  trial  be  awarded  in  the  case  of  King  Solomon  Lodge,  No. 
313,  vs.  Daniel  McNatt,  for  the  reasons  following,  viz.:  Because  it  does  not 
appear  that  there  was  any  evidence  before  the  lodge  tending  to  show  the  guilt 
of  the  accused,  save  and  except  a  paper-writing  signed  by  one  John  A.  Bar- 
low, bearing  date  eight  or  nine  months  before  charges  were  preferred,  of  the 
making  of  which  paper-writing  the  accused  would  seem  to  have  had  no  notice, 
and,  of  course,  could  not  have  been  afforded  an  opportunity  to  cross-examine 
the  party  whose  statement  was  used  against  him. 

And  it  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  your  committee  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  feeling  and  excitement  exists  in  connection  with  and  with  reference 
to  the  former  trial  of  this  case,  they  would  further  recommend  that  the.  trial 
of  the  accused  (should  a  new  trial  be  awarded)  be  changed  from  King  Solo- 
mon Lodge,  No.  313,  to  Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  8,  of  which  latter  the  accused  is 
a  member,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  King  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  313,  be  directed 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  8, 
copies  of  all  papers  and  exhibits  necessary  for  a  full  and  complete  hearing  of 
the  case. 

Second.  That  the  action  of  King  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  313,  in  case  against 
John  A.  Barlow,  resulting  in  his  expulsion,  be  sustained  and  approved. 

Third.  That  the  action  of  Blackmer  Lodge,  No.  170,  in  case  against  A.  N. 
Rogers,  be  sustained.  In  reference  to  this  case,  the  committee  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  say  that  the  record  and  transcript  of  the  trial  is  very  irregular,  but  in 
view  of  the  number  of  specifications  and  the  enormity  of  the  offences  described 
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in  each,  and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  the  members  of  the  lodge  were 
unanimous  in  their  judgment  and  verdict,  they  feel  constrained  to  recommend 
that  the  said  judgment  and  verdict  be  not  disturbed.  The  judgment  in  this 
case  was  expulsion. 

Fourth.  That  the  action  of  Knap  of  Reeds  Lodge,  No.  158,  against  Seth 
Meadows,  be  not  sustained,  that  the  judgment  be  reversed  and  the  accused 
restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Master  Mason  and  the  member- 
ship in  said  lodge,  for  the  reason  that  the  specification  does  not  sustain  the 
charge. 

Fifth.  That  the  action  of  White  Hill  Lodge,  No.  321,  against  C.  H.  Smith, 
be  not  sustained,  for  the  reason  that  it  does  not  appear  that  accused  was  ever 
furnished  with  any  notice  or  copy  of  charge  and  specifications,  or  that  diligent 
efforts  were  made  to  ascertain  his  fate  or  whereabouts,  and  for  the  further  rea- 
son that  the  evidence  does  not  sustain  the  charge  and  specifications;  wherefore 
they  recommend  that  C.  H.  Smith  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry  and  of  membership  in  his  lodge. 

Sixth.  That  the  action  of  Hatcher  Lodge,  No.  310,  resulting  in  a  public 
reprimand  to  Jesse  Kirby,  be  approved.  But  the  committee  would  suggest 
that  in  its  opinion,  it  was  not  necessary  that  any  transcript  of  such  case  should 
have  been  sent  up. 

Seventh.  That  the  action  of  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  85,  in  case  against  B. 
F.  Edwards,  be  sustained,  although  the  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  judg- 
ment and  sentence  of  indefinite  suspension  is  rather  harsh. 

Eighth.  That  the  transcripts  of  all  trials  hereafter  had  should  show  affirma- 
tively that  each  and  every  member  of  the  lodge  had  been  served  with  notice 
of  date  of  special  communication  appointed  for  a  trial,  and  also  the  specific 
object  of  such  communication,  or  that  such  notice  had  been  mailed  to  each 
and  every  member  by  the  Secretary  of  the  lodge.

The  Standing  Committee,  to  whom  is  annually  referred  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  beg  leave  to  report  that  a  full  and 
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critical  examination  has  been  made  of  the  accounts  and  vouchers  presented  to 
them,  and  they  find  that,  on  January  3d,  1884,  there  was  in  the  hands  of  the 


Superintendent  of  the  Asylum  the  sum  of.  $  1,457  20 

that  the  receipts  from  all  sources  have  been  ,    12,796  50 

making  a  total  of.  $14,253  70 

that  the  disbursements  made  by  the  Superintendent  have  been  in

leaving  in  his  hands  $  1,664  28 


From  the  nature  of  the  sources  from  which  the  money  contributed  to  the 
Orphan  Asylum  is  received,  it  is  impracticable  for  your  committee  or  for  any 
other  committee  of  examination  to  have  or  report  any  check  upon  the  entries 
of  "receipts"  on  the  Orphan  Asylum  books;  they  have,  therefore,  taken  the 
entries  of  receipts  as  made  by  the  Superintendent  as  correct,  and  think  the 
Grand  Lodge  is  safe  in  so  doing. 

Your  committee  find  that  for  twelve  hundred  and  eighty-six  entries  of 
amounts  expended,  the  Superintendent  exhibits  vouchers  for  every  sum  paid 
out  except  in  fifty-two  cases,  and  when  it  is  considered  that  so  many  of  the 
purchases  are  made  from  persons  who  cannot  write  their  names,  from  wagons 
on  the  roadside  and  from  other  sources,  whence  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  a 
written  receipt,  your  committee  regard  this  a  satisfactory  exhibit. 

In  all  these  twelve  hundred  and  eighty-six  vouchers  your  committee  find 
that  there  are  errors  in  only  two  vouchers,  amounting  to  a  net  difference  of 
ten  dollars,  and  this  amount  is  an  error  against  the  Superintendent,  and  your 
committee  have  directed  him  to  take  credit  for  the  amount  on  the  accounts 
for  the  new  year. 

Your  committee  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  for  neatness  and  accuracy,  the 
books  of  the  Orphan  Asylum  would  do  credit  to  any  business  house  in  the 
State.  In  the  figures  as  stated  and  added  not  a  single  error  has  been  found, 
though  subjected  to  a  thorough  test  involving  eight  or  ten  hours'  steady  work 
on  the  part  of  your  committee.

The  proceedings  of  last  evening's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

Bro.  Bernice  Walker,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  adopted : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  respectfully  represent  that  they  have  carefully 
considered  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Calvin  B.  Surles  from  Palmyra  Lodge,  No.  147, 
and  after  due  consideration  of  the  same,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner  be  refused,  and  that  the  action  of  the  lodge  be  confirmed  in  having 
expelled  said  brother.

On  motion  of  Bro.  H.  A.  Gudger,  the  vote  by  which  the 
report  of  Committee  No.  2,  on  Suspensions  and  Expulsions,  was 
adopted,  was  reconsidered.  On  his  further  motion,  the  case  of 
Seth  Meadows  from  Knap  of  Reeds  Lodge,  No.  158,  was  con- 
tinued until  the  next  Annual  Communication,  and  the  report  was 
then  adopted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  investigation  of  the  charges 
against  H.  R.  Champion,  suspended  by  the  Grand  Master  from 
the  functions  of  the  office  of  Master  of  Forest  City  Lodge,  No. 
381,  and  cited  to  appear  before  this  body  for  trial. 

Bros.  W.  E.  Murchison  and  J.  W.  Gidney  appeared  for  the 
prosecution  and  Bro.  B.  W.  Hatcher  for  the  defence. 

After  proper  and  full  investigation  the  accused  was  unani- 
mously declared  guilty,  and  by  a  similar  vote  was  expelled  from 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 
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The  committee  to  make  arrangements  for  the  installation  of 
Grand  Officers  reported  that  M.  W.,  Edwin  G.  Reade,  P.  G.  M., 
would  perform  the  installation  services  this  morning  at  1 1  o'clock. 

Bro.  Eugene  Grissom,  P.  D.  G.  M.,  from  the  Committee  on 
Obituaries,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and 
adopted : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina : 

Bro.  Henry  F.  Grainger  was  born  January  10th,  1840,  in  Greene  county, 
N.  C.  He  was  educated  at  Trinity  College,  where  he  graduated  with  distinc- 
tion in  the  class  of  1860.  He  volunteered  for  military  service  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  late  war,  and  was  soon  made  captain  of  his  company.  He  was  a 
gallant  officer,  and  was  wounded  in  the  engagement  with  the  Federal  forces 
at  New  Bern,  N.  C. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  he  entered  the  law  school  of  Judge  Pearson,  and, 
obtaining  his  license  from  the  Supreme  Court,  he  located  in  the  town  of 
Kinston.  After  the  practice  of  his  profession  for  about  two  years  he  moved 
to  Goldsboro,  where  he  soon  obtained  a  large  patronage  and  maintained  a 
successful  practice  at  the  head  of  his  profession  for  thirteen  years,  to  the  time 
of  his  death. 

He  was  elected  to  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly 
from  Wayne  county  for  the  session  of  1880-81.  His  legislative  career,  though 
short,  was  brilliant.  He  attracted  attention  and  admiration  by  his  fidelity, 
integrity  and  intelligence.  No  member  gave  higher  promise  of  usefulness 
and  honor. 

He  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  North  Carolina  in  1881  and 
re-elected  for  1882.  His  administration  of  the  high  functions  of  this  respon- 
sible office  was  characterized  by  harmony  and  prosperity  among  the  Craft.  He 
was  the  ardent,  constant  and  unselfish  friend  of  the  Orphan  Asylum.  He  was 
a  useful  and  beloved  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
lived  and  died  in  the  triumphs  of  the  Christian  faith. 

Bro.  Grainger  married  Miss  Rebecca  Williams,  of  Johnston  county,  in 
1866,  who,  with  one  son,  survives  him.    May  God  in  his  mercy 

"  Temper  the  wind  to  the  shorn  lambs." 

His  death  suddenly  occurred  from  a  stroke  of  paralysis,  March  1st,  1884. 

In  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  of 
North  Carolina  for  1884,  occurs  this  language  in  the  notice  of  Bro.  Grainger's 
death : 

"  He  was  distinguished  in  private  and  Masonic  life.  In  the  legal  profession, 
as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  as  Grand  Master  of  Masons,  he 
was  prominent  ands  uccessful;  and  he  leaves  large  circles  of  friends  and 
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admirers  in  social  life,  in  the  Church  and  in  the  Masonic  Fraternity  to  mourn 
his  untimely  death." 

Bro.  Grainger  died  early,  in  the  midst  of  his  usefulness.  He  was  cut  down 
unexpectedly — but  not  unprepared.  He  kept  his  lamp  trimmed  and  his  oil 
burning  ready  for  the  feast.  Our  temporal  loss  was  his  eternal  gain.  He  went 
down  to  the  grave  calmly  and  without  a  fear.  His  example  teaches  on  earth 
while  his  spirit  rejoices  with  God. 

Bro.  James  H.  Moore,  a  member  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  40,  and  a  Past  Grand 
Officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  was  born  in  Halifax  county  in 
1818,  and  died  in  Raleigh,  of  cancer  of  the  tongue,  May  25th,  1884,  in  the 
sixty-seventh  year  of  his  age.  Bro.  Moore's  long  life  was  an  active  and  check- 
ered one.  He  resided  in  many  different  localities  and  pursued  many  dif- 
ferent avocations.  His  personal  acquaintance  in  the  State  was  as  extensive, 
perhaps,  as  any  other  private  citizen.  He  was  by  turn,  printer,  publisher, 
editor,  newspaper  correspondent,  railroad  and  post-office  agent,  Principal  Clerk 
of  the  Legislature,  Steward  of  the  Insane  Asylum  and  Orphan  Asylum  and 
life  insurance  agent.  In  all  these  positions  he  was  energetic  and  decisive. 
His  fondness  for  noveltj'  was  a  prominent  characteristic.  His  mind  was  active 
and  he  was  never  satisfied  unless  at  work.  He  ate  no  idle  bread.  Industry 
and  charity  were  prominent  features  in  his  character.  No  sacrifice  was  too 
great  for  the  assistance  of  the  needy  who  appealed  to  him. 

He  was  nearly  all  his  life  an  active  Mason.  He  joined  Hiram  Lodge  by 
dimit  February  17th,  1879.  When  a  resident  of  Warrenton,  N.  C,  in  1854, 
he  was  elected  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

His  last  illness  was  painful  and  protracted.  He  bore. his  sufferings  with 
Christian  fortitude  and  welcomed  death  as  a  relief  from  inevitable  suffering. 

Peace  to  his  ashes.  EUGENE  GRISSOM,

Bro.  S.  H.  Smith  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  read  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  eight  Masons  be  appointed  by  this  Grand 
Lodge,  consisting  of  druggists,  to  devise  some  plan  whereby  the  Orphan  Asy- 
lum can  be  supplied  with  drugs  and  medicines  free  of  cost. 

The  Grand  Master,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  subse- 
quently appointed  the  following  as  the  committee : 

Bros.  J.  C.  Munds,  William  Simpson,  A.  S.  Lee,  T.  C.  Smith,  L.  R.  Wris- 
ton,  F.  B.  Mace,  E.  M.  Nadal  and  S.  H.  Smith. 

Bro.  J.  A.  Leach,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Orphan  Asy- 
lum, submitted  the  report  of  that  committee,  which  was  read, 
amended  and  adopted,  as  follows : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Orphan  Asylum,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of 
the  Grand  Master's  address  relating  to  that  institution,  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  all 
other  papers  relating  thereto,  have  maturely  and  patiently  considered  the 
same,  and  as  the  result  of  their  labors  submit  the  following  report: 

1.  We  find  but  little  in  the  Grand  Master's  address  that  requires  our  atten- 
tion; that  part  of  his  address  recommending  that  some  action  be  taken  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  ladies  in  behalf  of  the  institution  having  been 
referred  to  a  special  committee. 

2.  We  recommend  that  part  of  the  address  which  refers  to  industrial  edu- 
cation to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  if,  in  their 
judgment,  that  feature  can  be  adopted,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  of 
great  benefit  to  the  institution. 
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3.  Neither  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  or  that  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  asks  for  anything,  nor  do  they  recommend  anything. 

4.  The  resolution  referred  to  this  committee  authorizing  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer to  borrow  money  for  the  use  of  the  Orphan  Asylum  does  not  meet  our 
approval. 

5.  We  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  regard  to 
the  donation  of  the  late  B.  F.  Moore  to  the  Orphan  Asylum,  and  advise  that 
the  bond  be  collected  and  the  amount  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  debt 
due  on  the  land  recently  bought  for  the  Orphan  Asylum,  if  the  same  can  be 
done  under  the  terms  of  the  will. 

6.  We  recommend  the  appointment  at  each  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  of  a  standing  committee,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  so  much  of 
the  Grand  Master's  address  at  each  Communication  as  may  relate  to  the 
Orphan  Asylum,  and  also  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Asylum  on  Monday  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

7.  We  also  recommend  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  place  a 
reasonable  insurance  on  the  new  building. 

8.  We  find  that  two  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  places  now 
held  by  Bros.  H.  T.  Bahnson  and  C.  T.  Bailey,  are  to  be  filled  at  this  Commu- 
nication, as  required  by  article  1  of  the  law  creating  the  board. 

9.  We  respectfully  recommend  that  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position 
of  Director  of  the  Orphan  Asylum  unless  he  be  a  master  mason  of  this  juris- 
diction, in  good  standing. 

10.  We  recommend  the  usual  annual  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dollars 
from  any  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Orphan  Asylum. 

11.  The  Standing  Committee,  to  whom  are  annually  referred  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Asylum,  have  made  their  report  on  its  financial  condition. 
We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  for  us  to  report  further  on  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  institution  more  than  to  say  that  we  recommend  that  no  dona- 
tion or  bequest  to  the  Asylum,  made  for  any  specific  object,  shall  be  used  for 
current  expenses  of  the  institution,  except  in  the  most  extreme  cases,  and 
after  all  other  resources  have  failed,  and  only  in  those  cases  if  they  should 
occur.  Said  money  should  be  paid  back  to  the  original  fund  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

12.  In  comparing  the  financial  statements  in  the  Grand  Master's  address 
and  Superintendent  Dixon's  report,  we  find  a  discrepancy  which  we  beg  leave 
to  explain.  The  collection  of  $14,653.70  embraces  a  period  of  twelve 
months  instead  of  nine,  and  includes  amount  on  hand  of  $1,457.20  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Masonic  year. 

13.  We  recommend  that  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Orphan  Asylum  be  requested  to  memorialize  the  Legislature  for  such  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  the  benefit  of  the  Orphan  Asylum  as  they  may  think 
proper. 
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14.  We  recommend  that  the  insurance  plan  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Orphan  Asylum,  as  presented  by  Bro.  F.  H.  Cameron,  be  referred  to  the  sub- 
ordinate lodges  for  such  action  as  they  shall  think  proper. 

We  have  many  reasons  to  he  thankful  for  what  the  Asylum  has  done  in  the 
past,  what  it  is  now  doing,  and  its  bright  prospect  for  the  future  under  the 
wise  legislation  of  this  Grand  Body.

The  Grand  Loplge  proceeded  to  the  election  of  two  Directors  of 
the  Orphan  Asylum,  under  the  superintendence  of  Bros.  C.  D. 
Rice,  H.  F.  Brandon  and  S.  H.  Rountree,  tellers. 

C.  T.  Bailey  was  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  Thos.  A. 
Green  for  the  unexpired  term  of  three  years,  in  place  of  Horace 
H.  Munson,  resigned. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  a  dirait  take  effect  at 
the  time  the  application  for  the  same  is  acted  upon  by  the  subordinate  lodge, 
and  that  the  time  of  its  actual  delivery  by  the  Secretary  has  no  bearing  on  its 
status. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  subsequently  reported  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  also  reported  the  resolution 
of  Bro.  C.  H.  Robinson  in  reference  to  a  quorum  in  a  subordi- 
nate lodge,  introduced  yesterday  morning,  asking  to  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject,  the  present  law 
being  sufficient.  Adopted. 

Bro.  S.  H.  Rountree,  P.  J.  G.  W.,  from  the  Committee  on 
Propositions  and  Grievances,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  adopted : 
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To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

The  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
case  from  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  107,  in  which  Bros.  Geo.  Williamson  and  H.  F. 
Brandon  were  involved,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave 
to  submit  their  report  thereon  : 

The  difficulty  seems  to  have  grown  out  of  an  unfortunate  local  trouble, 
entirely  unconnected  with  masonry. 

In  the  course  of  investigation  of  that  trouble  in  the  civil  courts  an  unfor- 
tunate misunderstanding  arose  between  the  brethren  in  this  case,  and  as  is  too 
often  the  result  in  such  matters,  they  seemed  to  have  forgotten  their  duties  to 
each  other  under  such  trying  circumstances,  and  permitted  their  passions  to 
have  gotten  the  better  of  their  judgment.  The  result  was,  charges  and  coun- 
ter charges,  with  much  bitter  personal  feeling.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master 
visited  the  lodge,  and  with  much  good  judgment,  after  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  whole  matter,  thought  it  was  a  case  where  mutual  concessions 
should  be  made  and  the  whole  matter  dismissed  from  the  lodge,  and  at  his 
suggestion  this  course  was  pursued. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  fully  endorsed  by 
your  Committee.  But  we  are  of  opinion  that  he  should  have  gone  one  step 
further;  we  beiieve  that  he  should  have  directed  that  the  whole  proceedings 
be  expunged  from  the  lodge-book,  so  that  there  should  have  remained  no 
trace,  name  nor  remembrance  in  the  way  of  written  evidence  that  the  unfor- 
tunate affair  had  ever  occurred.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that 
all  the  proceedings  in  the  case  be  expunged  from  the  records  of  Clinton  Lodge, 
No.  107,  and  that  the  papers  which  have  been  sent  up  in  the  case  be  turned 
over  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  with  instructions  to  destroy  the  same.  The  Com- 
mittee regard  the  two  brethren  directly  involved  as  honorable  men  and  good 
Masons,  and  should  this  report  receive  the  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
they  should  accept  such  action  in  good  faith,  and  in  the  future  be  as  warm 
friends,  both  personal  and  masonic,  as  they  have  been  in  the  past.  Let  them 
exercise  charity  for  each  other's  faults  and  be  as  ready  to  forgive  as  they  are 
to  be  forgiven. 

In  the  case  of  C.  M.  Holt  from  Life  Boat  Lodge,  No.  376,  in  which  he  states 
that  he  paid  six  dollars  for  a  seal  for  the  lodge  with  his  own  money,  we  rec- 
ommend that  the  amount  be  refunded.

Bro.  H.  F.  Brandon,  from  the  Committee  No.  1,  on  Suspen- 
sions and  Expulsions,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
read  and  adopted : 
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To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

Your  Committee  No.  1,  on  Suspensions  and  Expulsions,  having  the  tran- 
scripts before  them  in  the  several  cases  referred  to  them,  and  having  carefully 
considered  the  same,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  on  said  cases, 
to- wit: 

1.  Snow  Lodge,  No.  363,  vs.  W.  R.  Lewis  and  J.  W.  Smith.  Charge, 
immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct.  Verdict,  guilty  ;  sentence,  indefinite  sus- 
pension.   We  recommend  that  action  of  the  lodge  be  affirmed. 

2.  Pamlico  Lodge,  No.  300,  vs.  B.  F.  Sugg.  Charge,  refusing  to  obey 
legal  summons,  collecting  money  due  the  lodge  and  receiving  donations  and 
appropriating  the  funds  to  his  own  use,  and  failing  or  refusing  to  account  for 
the  same.  Verdict,  guilty  ;  sentence,  expulsion.  We  recommend  that,  as  the 
brother  has  paid  all  the  moneys  alleged  to  have  been  collected  by  him,  and 
has  been  fully  restored  by  his  lodge,  the  sentence  be  reversed. 

3.  Pamlico  Lodge,  No.  300,  vs.  R.  D.  McCarty.  Charge,  disobeying  legal 
summons.  Verdict,  guilty;  sentence,  indefinite  suspension.  In  this  case  the 
summons  does  not  accompany  the  papers  in  order  to  enable  us  to  judge  of  its 
legality,  nor  are  we  able  to  form  any  opinion  of  the  nature  of  the  offence  other 
than  the  words  expressed  above. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  proceedings  are  too  indefinitely 
expressed  to  warrant  a  confirmation.  The  action  of  the  lodge  is,  therefore, 
disapproved  ;  but  we  recommend  that  the  case  be  sent  back  to  the  lodge, 
with  instructions  to  so  reform  their  transcript  as  to  show  more  fully  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  offence. 

4.  Mount  Mourne  Lodge,  No.  347,  vs.  J.  A.  Gilliland.  Charge,  drunk- 
enness and  unmasonic  conduct.    Verdict,  guilty  ;  sentence,  expulsion. 

We  think  the  verdict  and  sentence  warranted  by  the  evidence,  and  recom- 
mend a  confirmation  of  the  same. 

5.  Mount  Mourne  Lodge,  No.  347,  vs.  J.  A.  Caldwell.  Charge,  drunken- 
ness.   Verdict,  guilty;  sentence,  indefinite  suspension,  affirmed. 

6.  Elk  Lodge,  No.  373,  vs.  E.  B.  Miller  and  J.  C.  Miller.  Charge, 
gross  unmasonic  conduct.    Verdict,  guilty;  sentence,  expulsion. 

This  seems  to  have  been  a  drinking  difficulty,  resulting  in  a  fight  between 
the  two  brothers.  We  think  the  sentence  rather  severe,  and  recommend  that 
it  be  not  affirmed,  but  sent  back  to  the  lodge,  with  the  recommendation  to 
impose  a  less  severe  punishment,  say  indefinite  suspension. 

7.  Rountree  Lodge,  No.  243,  vs.  J.  S.  Halton.  Charge,  drunkenness 
and  immoral  conduct.  Verdict,  guilty;  sentence,  suspension  for  six  months. 
Affirmed. 

8.  Archer  Lodge,  No.  165,  vs.  J.  B.  Wall.  Charge,  immoral  and  unma- 
sonic conduct,  drunkenness,  &c.  Verdict,  guilty ;  sentence,  expulsion.  Af- 
firmed. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that,  as  the  brother  has  implored  par-

don  for  the  offence  and  promised  a  reformation,  the  lodge  extend  him  such 
clemency  as,  in  their  judgment,  the  merits  of  the  case  deserve.

Orphan  Asylum  unless  he  is  a  Master  Mason,  regularly  affiliated  with  a  lodge 
working  under  the.  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  W.  F.  Beasley  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  read  and  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Orphans'  Friend  be,  and  it  is  hereby  constituted  the 
official  organ  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  Masonry  in  North  Carolina. 

Bro.  J.  I.  Macks,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  an  endow- 
ment law  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  submitted  the  following 
report  and  accompanying  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Endowment,  together 
with  the  proposed  law,  shall  be  printed  with  the  proceedings,  and  at  the  same 
time  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  be  separately  printed  and  distributed  to  all 
the  subordinate  lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  that  the  law  be  considered  at 
the  next  Annual  Communication  as  unfinished  business. 
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To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina : 

Your  special  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  feasability 
of  creating  an  endowment  law,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  the  sub- 
ject-matter fully  explained  to  them,  and  after  a  painstaking  investigation, 
have  concluded  that  it  would  redound  to  the  best  inteiests  of  the  fraternity  to 
establish  in  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  a  law  that  would  bestow  upon  its 
members  an  opportunity  to  keep  their  families  from  want  after  their  deaths, 
and  for  this  and  other  reasons  too  numerous  to  mention,  beg  leave  to  report 
the  following  law,  trusting  that  it  will  be  the  pleasure  of  this  Grand  Body 
to  adopt  it.  Fraternally,

ENDOWMENT  LAW. 

Section  1.  A  fund  is  herebv  created  for  the  benefit  of  the  widows,  orphans, 
heirs  or  designated  beneficiaries  of  such  Master  Masons,  who  are  now  or  may 
be  hereafter  in  good  standing  in  their  respective  lodges,  and  who  are  under 
the  age  of  fifty-five  years,  and  who  shall  pass  a  successful  medical  examina- 
tion as  hereafter  provided,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Endowment  Fund  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  law,  and  the  fund  thereby  created,  is  to  secure,  in 
the  case  of  the  death  of  a  Master  Mason  who  shall  have  availed  himself  of  the 
benefits  of  this  law,  to  his  widow,  children  or  other  designated  beneficiaries, 
an  inheritance  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  A  sinking  or  reserve  fund  shall  be  created  and  be  held  as  herein- 
after provided. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Master,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman,  and  four  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who  are  participating  members,  shall  be  chosen 
annually  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and,  who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer and  Grand  Secretary,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  trustees  for  the  govern- 
ment and  control  of  the  fund  hereby  created,  and  shall  act  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  5.  Every  Master  Mason  who  shall  desire  to  participate  in  the  benefits 
of  this  law,  who  is  under  the  age  of  fifty-five  years,  before  becoming  a  bene- 
ficial member,  shall  make  an  application  over  his  signature  addressed  to  his 
lodge,  which  shall  contain  his  age,  occupation,  residence  and  to  whom,  in  case 
of  his  death,  the  endowment  is  to  be  paid,  which  application  shall  be  accom- 
panied with  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  which  amount  is  to  be  used 
for  the  payment  of  the  medical  examination  hereinafter  prescribed. 
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Sec.  6.  Should  such  applicant  pass  a  successful  examination  as  hereinafter 
provided,  he  shall,  before  becoming  a  beneficial  member,  pay  to  the  Secretary 
of  his  lodge,  such  sum  as  may  be  prescribed,  for  which  he  shall  receive  such 
Benefit  Certificates  as  he  may  be  entitled  to;  and  also,  the  following  rates 
for  the  Benefit  and  Reserve  Fund,  and  the  same  amount  on  each  assessment 
thereafter,  whilst  remaining  a  participating  member  of  this  fund.

All  such  payments  shall  be  known  as  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  date  of 
such  payments  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  member  credited  with 
the  same.  No  member  shall  be  assessed  for  a  death  that  occurs  prior  to  the 
time  of  his  becoming  a  participating  member. 

Sec7.  Two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  the  highest  amount  paid  under  this 
law  on  the  death  of  a  member.  This  sum  shall  be  paid  on  the  death  of  every 
member  who  holds  two  certificates  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  one 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  on  the  death  of  every  member  who  held  one 
certificate:  Provided,  however,  that  should  a  death  occur  when  one  assessment 
on  each  member  would  not  amount  to  two  thousand  dollars,  then  the  sum  paid 
shall  be  a  proportionate  amount  of  one  assessment  in  good  standing  at  the 
date  of  death,  according  to  the  number  of  certificates  of  the  deceased  member, 
and  such  amount  shall  be  all  that  can  be  claimed  by  any  one:  Provided,  further, 
that  the  amount  from  each  assessment  to  be  used  for  the  reserve  and  expense 
fund  shall  not  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  death  benefits. 

Sec.  8.  On  the  death  of  a  member  who,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  shall  not 
be  under  suspension  for  non  payment  of  benefit  assessment,  the  lodge  of  which 
he  was  a  member  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  who  are  par- 
ticipating members  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  death  and  the  circumstances 
attending  the  same.  The  report  of  said  committee  and  proof  of  the  death 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary  by  the  Master  and  Secretary  of  the 
lodge,  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge,  together  with  an  official  notice  of  such 
death,  in  accordance  with  a  form  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  such 
notice  must  state  the  name,  age  at  the  date  of  becoming  a  participating  mem- 
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ber,  the  number  of  Benefit  Certificates  and  their  members.  Further  proof  of 
such  death  may  be  required,  if  deemed  necessary,  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  9.  On  the  receipt  of  such  official  notice  and  proof  of  the  death  of  a 
member,  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  draw  an  order  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  the  person  or  persons  named  in  the  Benefit  Certificates,  for  the 
amount  due  on  said  death,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  sub- 
ordinate lodge  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  member,  and  notify  the  Master 
of  said  lodge  of  such  transmission.  The  order  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  ;nust 
be  signed,  also,  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  subordinate  lodge,  on 
the  receipt  of  the  order  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  immediately  deliver  it 
to  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  favor  it  is  drawn,  and  to  receive  in  return 
the  Benefit  Certificate  or  Certificates,  as  the  case  may  be,  properly  indorsed, 
and  forward  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  Said  delivery  shall  be  certified 
to  by  the  Master  and  Secretary  and  attested  with  the  seal  of  the  lodge.  In 
case  of  the  death  of  the  person  or  persons  named  in  the  order  before  delivery 
is  made,  the  order  shall  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Secretary  with  a  statement 
of  the  facts,  signed  by  the  Master  and  Secretary,  under  seal,  and  a  new  order 
shall  be  drawn,  payable  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  the  benefit. 

Sec.  11.  Whenever  the  condition  of  the  Benefit  Fund  in  the  control  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  less  than  two  thousand  dollars,  it  shall  be  then  con- 
sidered necessary  to  levy  an  assessment  to  pay  a  death  benefit.  The  Grand  Secre- 
tary shall  at  once  notify  every  lodge  that  has  participating  members  upon  its 
rolls  to  forward  immediately  to  him  the  assessments  due  from  every  member 
who  became  a  participating  member  on  or  before  the  date  of  said  death,  in 
accordance  with  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  shall 
include  a  list  of  all  deaths  that  have  occurred  subsequent  to  the  last  assess- 
ment. 

Sec.  12.  (1).  Whenever  an  assessment  is  called,  the  Secretary  shall  fill  out 
correctly  the  remittance  blank;  the  Master,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
examine  and  sign  the  same,  and  the  Secretary  shall  affix  the  seal  of  the  lodge 
and  deliver  the  remittance  report  to  the  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
subordinate  lodge  shall  thereupon  immediately  forward  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary the  full  amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge  on  account  of  the  Benefit  Fund, 
by  the  terms  of  the  call  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  together  with  the  remittance 
report. 

(2)  .  In  case  the  amount  due  from  the  subordinate  lodge  is  not  received  by 
the  Grand  Secretary  within  forty  days  of  the  date  of  the  call,  the  Grand 
Secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  members  of  the  lodge  which  fails  to 
remit  as  aforesaid,  as  suspended  from  all  benefits  of  this  law,  and  forward 
notice  of  the  suspensions  to  the  Grand  Master  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
subordinate  lodge,  giving  the  cause  and  date  of  suspension  in  such  notice. 

(3)  .  The  members  so  suspended  shall  stand  re-instated  on  the  receipt  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  amount  due,  provided  the  same  be  received  within 
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three  months  from  the  date  of  suspension,  together  with  twenty-five  cents  for 
every  member,  to  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  expense  fund  of  this 
law. 

Sec.  13.  The  subordinate  lodge  having  been  notified  by  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary that  an  assessment  has  been  laid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of 
said  lodge  to  at  once  notify  every  participating  member  liable  to  an  assess- 
ment. This  assessment  notice  shall  bear  the  seal  of  the  lodge  and  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  its  date  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  of  the  notice  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary.  Each 
member  so  notified  shall  pay  the  amount  due  on  the  notice  of  the  Secretary 
within  forty  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  and  any  member  failing  to  pay 
such  assessment  within  forty  days,  shall  stand  suspended  from  all  benefits 
under  this  law.  The  Secretary  shall  immediately  notify  the  Master  of  such 
suspension,  and  the  Master  shall  announce  the  suspension  and  the  date  thereof 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  lodge. 

Sec.  14.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  pay  all  moneys  received  under  this 
law  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  every  ten  days;  taking  receipts  therefor  showing 
what  portion  is  to  the  Benefit  Fund,  Reserve  Fund  and  Expense  Fund. 

Sec.  15.  The  Grand  Secretary,  upon  receipt  from  a  subordinate  lodge  of 
funds  under  this  law,  shall  at  once  acknowledge  the  receipt  thereof  upon  a 
form  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Trustees;  and  shall  correct  all  errors  made  by 
a  secretary  of  a  subordinate  lodge  in  the  amount. 

Sec.  16.  Every  lodge  shall  forward  to  the  Grand  Secretary  all  applications 
for  membership  immediately  after  the  applicant's  successful  examination, 
approved  by  the  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief,  and  with  each  application  one 
dollar  for  each  one  thousand  dollars  endowment,  to  pay  for  the  Benefit  Certi- 
ficate, which  sums  shall  be  placed  by  the  Grand  Secretary  in  the  Expense 
Fund. 

Sec.  17.  Applicants  shall  enter  upon  their  applications  the  name  or  names 
of  the  members  of  their  family  or  those  dependent  upon  them  to  whom  they 
desire  their  benefit  paid,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered  in  the  Benefit  Certifi- 
cates by  the  Grand  Secretary:  provided,  however,  that  no  brother  shall  be 
allowed  to  disinherit  his  legal  wife  or  children. 

Sec.  18.  Members  may,  at  any  time  when  in  good  standing,  change  their 
Benefit  Certificates  under  such  rules  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  their  first  meeting  under  this  law.  Such  member  to  pay 
fifty  cents  into  the  Expense  Fund  for  each  new  certificate. 

Sec.  19.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  adop- 
tion of  this  law,  prescribe  all  forms  necessary  under  the  law  and  make  all 
needful  regulations  for  clearance  cards  for  members  who  changed  membership 
from  one  lodge  to  another. 

Sec.  20.  Any  brother  who  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled  by  his  lodge  for 
any  cause,  or  who  shall  be  dropped  for  non-payment  of  his  ordinary  lodge 
dues,  shall  stand  suspended  from  all  benefits  under  this  law,  and  cannot  regain 
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his  membership  until  he  shall  have  been  again  examined  by  the  Medical 
Examiner  and  such  examination  approved  by  the  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief ; 
and  should  such  a  brother  be  over  fifty -five  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  sus- 
pension, expulsion  or  exclusion  on  account  of  the  non-payment  of  dues,  he 
cannot  obtain  again  the  benefits  of  this  law. 

Sec.  21.  Every  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  immediately  after  the  adoption  of 
this  law  shall  elect  a  Medical  Examiner,  who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of 
the  order,  but  who  cannot  act  as  such  until  he  shall  have  received  a  commis- 
sion signed  by  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  and  countersigned  by 
the  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief.  They  shall  receive  as  compensation  two 
dollars  for  each  application  examined,  whether  approved  or  not. 

Sec.  22.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  their  first  meeting  under  this  law  and 
annually  thereafter,  shall  elect  a  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief,  who  may  or  may 
not  be  a  member  of  the  order,  and  who  shall  receive  as  compensation  fifty 
cents  for  every  application  examined,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  assist  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  framing  a  proper  form  of  examination  for  applicants. 

Sec.  23.  The  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  derived  from  the  appropriation  of  five 
cents  from  every  assessment  of  each  member  for  each  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  shall  be  held  as  such  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  trust,  and  cannot  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose,  and  shall  be  invested  as  often  as  one  hundred  dol- 
lars are  accumulated,  in  bonds  of  this  State  known  as  the  four  per  cent,  cou- 
pon bonds,  and  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Endowment  Reserve 
Fund. 

Sec.  24.  The  Expense  Fund  shall  be  derived  from  the  appropriation  of  five 
cents  from  every  assessment  of  each  member  for  each  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  from  the  sums  derived  from  Benefit  Certificates,  fines,  &c,  and  from  the 
sale  of  supplies  to  subordinate  lodges. 

Sec.  25.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  compensa- 
lion  for  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  under  this  law,  but  shall 
receive  no  compensation  for  themselves  except  their  necessary  traveling 
expenses  in  attending  meetings  of  the  Board,  which  sums  shall  be  paid  out 
only  from  the  Expense  Fund. 

Sec.  26.  At  every  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  lay  before  the  said  Grand  Lodge  a  full  and  comprehensive 
report  of  their  actions  and  the  condition  of  the  funds  under  this  law. 

Sec.  27.  The  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Trustees  other 
than  the  Grand  Master,  before  entering  upon  their  duties  under  this  law,  shall 
furnish  good  and  sufficient  bonds  with  sureties,  in  such  sums  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  every  Annual  Communication ;  said  bonds  to  be 
approved  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 


The  report  and  resolution  are  published  as  adopted. 
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Bro.  W.  F.  Beasley  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which 
was,  after  discussion,  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  permanent  Committee  on  Endowment  for  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  with  power  to  act.  That 
the  Grand  Lodge  appeals  to  each  Mason  of  the  State  to  contribute  annually 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  or  more  for  such  length  of  time  as  will  properly  endow 
said  Asylum.

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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  MASONIC  CODE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA, 


Published  by  Order  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 


The  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  late  Annual  Communication,  adopted 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  print  as  an  appendix  in  the  proceedings  of 
this  Annual  Communication,  the  changes  in  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  Resolu- 
tions and  Edicts  since  the  publication  of  the  Code. 

In  compliance  with  this  resolution,  the  Grand  Secretary  incor- 
porates the  amendments  of,  and  additions  to,  the  Code  since  its 
adoption  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  1875,  giving  the 
sections  as  they  now  exist : 

CONSTITUTION. 

PAST  GRAND  OFFICERS— MEMBERSHIP  IN  GRAND  LODGE. 

Past  Grand  Officers  mentioned  in  Article  I,  Section  1  of  the  Constitution,  are 
entitled  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  so  long  as  they  comply  with  Article 
XVIII,  Section  1,  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  other  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  for  the  government  of  the  craft. 

[Construction  by  Grand  Lodge  of  Article  I,  Section  1  of  the  Constitution — 
1877.] 

Section  3,    [Additional.]   Article  II.    Adopted  by  Lodges  in  1884  and  1885. 

"  A  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  be  annually  chosen  in  the  same  manner  and  by 
the  same  vote  as  required  for  the  election  of  Grand  Master." 

Former  section  4  is  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "his  deputy  and." 
The  section  as  amended  provides  that  "  the  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  and 
commission  the  Grand  Lecturers,  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,"  etc. 

Former  sections  3  to  7  are  renumbered  4  to  8. 
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[Construction  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution,  by  Grand  Master  Grainger,  in 
Grand  Lodge,  Annual  Communication— 1882.  J 

'By  Article  X  of  the  Constitution,  "no  new  charter  shall  be  granted  but  upon 
the  petition  of  at  least  seven  known  and  approved  Master  Masons."  By  Section 
1,  Article  VI  of  the  By-Laws  and  Edicts  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  "dispensations  for 
new  Lodges  may  be  granted  upon  petition  to  the  Grand  Master,  or  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  of  not  less  than  seven  worthy  Master  Masons."  Seven  worthy  and 
approved  Master  Masons  being  the  smallest  number  to  whom  the  Grand  Lodge  can 
grant  a  charter,  or  the  Grand  Master  or  Deputy  Grand  Master  a  dispensation  for  a 
new  Lodge,  it  follows  that,  whenever  the  membership  of  any  Lodge  is  reduced  by 
any  cause  below  seveD,  its  legal  existence  thereupon  ceases,  and  it  cannot  thence- 
forth do  any  work  or  transact  any  business  whatever.  Its  property,  furniture, 
jewels,  funds,  &c,  become  forfeited  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  taken  into  posses- 
sion and  disposed  of  as  directed  in  cases  of  suspension  or  demise  of  a  Lodge. 


GENERAL  LAWS. 

ANNUAL  COMMUNICATIONS  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE. 

Article  IV,  Section  1.  The  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
be  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  in  each  and 
everj7  year. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 
Section  8,  Paragraph  2d. 

A  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  and  Miscellaneous,  Subjects,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  immediately  after  their  receipt  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  all 
foreign  communications  and  such  miscellaneous  matters  as  may  not  otherwise  be 
specially  disposed  of,  and  who  shall  be  required  to  submit  their  report  on  the 
second  day  of  the  next  succeeding  Annual  Communication  ;  and  the  Chairman 
shall  be  paid  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Paragraph  5th.  A  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  consist  of  five,  to  serve  until 
the  succeeding  Annual  Communication,  to  whom  shall  be  submitted  all  questions 
of  Masonic  law  not  requiring  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master.  All  amended 
by-laws,  and  all  questions  of  law  and  usage  recommended  by  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  for  the  concurrence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  which,  if 
recommended  by  said  committee,  and  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be 
recognized  as  the  law  in  this  jurisdiction.  And  said  committee  shall  report  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  the  Annual  Communication  next  succeeding  their  appointment, 
on  the  second  day  of  the  session,  all  decisions  made  by  them  during  the  year,  and 
all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  these  duties  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

[Additional  Paragraph.J 

8th.  A  Committee  on  Suspensions  and  Expulsions,  and  A  Committee  on  Proposi- 
tions and  Grievances,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  before  the  close  of  each 
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Annual  Communication.  These  committees  shall  meet  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  at 
least  one  day  before  the  assembling  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  all  transcripts  and 
other  papers  to  be  referred  to  said  committees  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  thirty  days  previous  to  each  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  any  Lodge  or  individual  failing  to  comply  with  this  paragraph  can  only  be 
heard  by  special  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  LODGES. 

Section  2.  The  dimits  of  petitioners  for  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  must 
accompany  the  petition.  When  a  Lodge  has  forfeited  its  charter  and  sent  its 
records  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  former  members  of  said  Lodge  may,  upon  a 
petition  setting  forth  the  said  facts,  become  members  of  the  nearest  Lodge,  or 
petition  for  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  [Additional  clause.  1  The  Secretary  shall  not  use  the  seal  of  the  Lodge 
except  by  order  of  the  Master  or  the  Lodge,  or  according  to  law. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL  RETURNS  OF  LODGES. 

[Last  two  clauses.] 

They  shall  embrace  the  workings  and  statistics  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  end- 
ing on  the  31st  day  of  October,  corresponding  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary  on  or  before  the  25th  day 
of  November.  A  Lodge  shall  not  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  except  by  special  permission,  until  the  returns  are  filed  with,  and  all  dues 
owing  by  the  Lodge  are  fully  paid  to,  the  Grand  Secretary. 


ARTICLE  X. 

JURISDICTION  OF  LODGES. 

Sec.  6.  [Amendment] 

An  air-line  shall  determine  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  Subordinate  Lodges. 

A  Mason  residing  in  this  or  another  grand  jurisdiction  cannot  be  a  member  of  a 
Lodge  in  both  jurisdictions  at  the  same  time. 

The  jurisdiction  of  Lodges  in  adjoining  towns  is  confined  to  the  corporate  limits 
of  each. 

An  Entered  Apprentice  or  a  Fellow-Craft  of  an  extinct  Lodge  becomes  the 
material  of  the  nearest  Lodge  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 
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A  Lodge  under  dispensation  and  the  nearest  chartered  Lodge  shall  have  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  over  candidates  for  degrees,  as  two  chartered  Lodges  in  the  same 
town  have. 

An  Entered  Apprentice  who  received  that  degree  in  another  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
his  Lodge  becoming  dormant  and  he  afterwards  removing  to  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion, cannot  petition  a  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  remaining  degrees  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  which  he  hailed,  or  its  Grand  Master. 

PETITIONS  FOR  DEGREES. 

Sec.  12.  [Amended.]  A  petition  once  rejected  shall  not  again  be  acted  upon 
within  one  year.  A  candidate  whose  petition  for  the  degrees  has  been  rejected 
cannot  petition  another  Lodge  without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  by  which  his 
petition  was  rejected. 

First  clause  of  Article  XI,  Section  1,  amended  to  read  as  follows  :  The  amount 
chargeable  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges  for  the  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice, 
Fellow-Craft  and  Master  Mason,  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  dollars. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

TRIALS  AND  PUNISHMENTS. 

Section  1.  [Amendment.] 

A  Mason  under  sentence  of  suspension  can  be  tried  and  expelled  for  a  masonic 
offense  committed  after  his  suspension. 
Sec.  4.  [Amendment.] 

Any  evidence,  allowable  in  a  court,  may  be  taken  on  honor,  and  every  facility 
shall  be  allowed  the  accused  for  his  defence.  Testimony  taken  in  a  court  of  law 
is  not  competent,  and  cannot  be  read  in  evidence  against  one  accused  of  masonic 
crime  in  a  trial  by  a  Lodge,  nor  can  the  letters  of  a  non-resident  touching  the  case 
be  so  used  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  accused  and  the  Lodge.  When  the  case 
is  closed,  the  sense  of  the  Lodge  shall  be  taken  through  the  ballot  box.  If  guilt}', 
the  penalty  shall  be  determined  in  like  manner,  requiring  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
present  to  expel  and  a  majority  to  suspend.  Conviction  by  a  court  of  law  does 
not  authorize  conviction  by  the  Lodge. 

EXCLUSION  FOR  NON-PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

Sec.  12.    [Paragraph  i  additional — adopted  1882.J 

Any  member  dismembered  shall  be  restored  to  membership  by  the  payment  of 
the  full  amount  that  may  have  accrued  prior  to,  and  during  the  time  of,  his  dis- 
memberment, unless  the  latter  shall  be  remitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge ;  and 
this  amendment,  as  to  restoration  to  membership,  shall  apply  to  members  hereto- 
fore excluded  for  the  non-payment  of  dues." 

Construction  of  Grand  Master  of  foregoing  amendment — Annual  Communica- 
tion, 1884 : 

"It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  deprive  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  of  the  right  to  vote  upon  the  petitions  for  membership  of  those  excluded 
for  non-payment  of  dues." 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

Sec.  3.    |  Amendment.] 

When  the  accused  employs  counsel,  the  accuser  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Lodge,  employ  counsel  to  prosecute. 

Sec.  7.  Appeals.  A  mason,  whose  appeal  from  the  sentence  of  a  Lodge  is 
sustained  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  acquitted  and  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  his 
Lodge  as  though  there  had  not  been  a  trial.  The  appeal  vacates  the  judgment 
and  the  sustaining  of  the  appeal  by  the  Grand  Lodge  is  vindication  of  the  accused. 


ARTICLE  XVIII. 

DIMITS. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  who  may  apply  for  a  dimit  shall 
be  granted  the  same  upon  his  producing  the  Secretary's  receipt  that  he  has  paid 
all  Lodge  dues,  if  there  be  no  charges  against  him :  Provided,  That  any  Mason 
who  thus  becomes  non-affiliated,  by  his  action  distinctly  releases  all  members  of 
Lodges  from  any  and  all  Masonic  ties  between  himself  and  them,  retaining  no 
Masonic  right  except  that  of  petitioning  any  Lodge  for  membership.  If,  upon 
application  for  a  demit,  a  member  of  the  Lodge  shall  announce  his  purpose  to 
prefer  charges  against  the  applicant,  and  state  the  substance  of  the  same,  a  rea- 
sonable time  shall  be  given  the  accuser  in  which  to  prefer  the  charges  before  the 
said  application  is  acted  on. 

Sec.  4.  A  certificate  of  dimission  is  not  legal  unless  it  bears  the  seal  of  the 
Lodge  by  which  it  is  issued. 
Sec.  5.  [Additional.] 

A  dimit  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  the  application  for  the  same  is  acted  upon 
by  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  and  the  time  of  its  actual  delivery  by  the  Secretary  has 
no  bearing  on  its  status. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

ASSESSMENTS  IN  LODGES. 

Assessments  upon  the  members  of  a  Lodge  for  masonic  charity  is  not  unconsti- 
tutional. 

REMISSION  OF  ANNUAL  DUES  OF  LODGES. 

All  applications  of  Subordinate  Lodges  for  the  remission  of  dues  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances,  and  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Grand  Lodge  until  acted  upon  by  said  Committee. 
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SUSPENSION  OF  CHARTERS— STATUS  OF  MEMBERS. 

The  suspension  of  the  charter  of  a  Lodge  shall  not  work  detriment  to  the 
masonic  character  of  its  members.  The}'  can  visit  and  enjoy  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges of  regular  members. 

[This  does  not  apply  to  the  members  of  Lodges  whose  charges  have  been  or  may 
be  forfeited  or  surrendered.] 


UNIFORM  CODE  OF  BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

CHARITY  FUND  AND  RELIEF. 

Sec.  2.  [Add  as  last  clause.] 
The  marriage  of  a  Mason's  widow  annuls  her  claims  as  such  to  masonic  charity, 
but  does  not  affect  the  rights  of  the  children. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 
[Additional  Paragraph.] 
18.  Every  member  in  good  standing  is  entitled  to  vote  on  his  own  petition  for  a 
dimit.    Every  member  present  must  vote.    If  he  does  not  desire  to  vote  the 
Master  can  permit  him  to  retire  until  after  the  vote  is  taken.
